Ethi¬ 
cal  journalism  strives  to  ensure  the  &ee 
ewhiinge  of  infcNuration  ^t  is  accunte, 
fair  andfthorou^.  An  ethical  journalist 
acta  with  inte^i^.' 

In  the  religious  journalism  trade,  yte 
practiee  what  I  cau  advocacy  journalism. 
The  Arkansas  Baptist  News  and  other 
state  Baptist  Mpets  are  literally  in  the 
busineM  of  advocating  for  the  cause  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Does  diat  mean  we  misrepresent  die 
facta  in  ordk;r  to  advocate  for  our  higher 
calling?  What  h  meant  is  that  we  un¬ 
abashedly  report  the  news  based  on  our 
Christian  Worldview.  While  we  report  op 
what  some  may  call  our  bias  for  Chtis- 
tianhy,  I  Klee  to  think  we  work  hard  to

large-were  more  liberal  in  their  think¬ 
ing  than  conservative.  It  seeim  in  the  35 
years  since  I  graduated  from  journalism 
arhiqt,  that  trend  has  solidified  further 
to  tie  point  that  many  —  not  aU  —  jour¬ 
nalist  in  the  mainstream  media  practice 
what  I  call  activist  journalism. 

While  it  may  seem  there  is  no  dif¬ 
ference  between  advocacy  and  activist 
journalism  on  the  surfoce,  I  submit  to 
you  there  is  a  huge  difference.  While  the 
Arkansas  Baptist  News  exists  to  advo¬ 
cate  for  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ  overtl> , 
activist  journalism  is  more  covert  as  a 
means  to  sway  public  opinion  to  a  par¬ 
ticular  cause  or  political  candidate. 

It  maybe  said  that  the  devil  worlts  in 
subtle  and  covert  ways,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  by  and  lai^  be  has  cootrol 
of  what  we  see  in  the  mainstream  media 
a^  entertainment. 

As  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  seek 
to  resist  his  attacks  daily  by  reading 
God’s  Word,  with  our  prayer  life,  and 
through  tempering  our  thoughts  and 
actions.  Another  way  is  by  iiuiabitii^  our 
mind  with  information  that  is  edifying  to 
our  Father. 

While  not  all  of  the  news  we  publish 
at  post  online  is  swaathlna  we  wyit 
to  read,  we  bdieve  fervently  that  it  is 
something  you  need  to  know  to  grow  and 
defend  your  fahb  until  that  day  when  we 
come  into  the  presence  of  our  Lord.
